The 
lines were of those so anxious to leave 
the city that they thus early took their 
positions waiting for the ticket offices 
to be opened at six o'clock tomorrow 
morning. 

All places for trains departing today 
have been sold. Whole families with 
their hand baggage camped in the lines 
where they ate their meals and slept 
as best they could;

The crowd of perhaps 1000 persons 
then in line there were, told that no 
more tickets would be sold today.

Morale of Allied Troops Excellent, and Notwithstanding 
Checks Armies Remain Intact—To the West German On- 
slaught Drives Defenders Back and Enemy Still Advances 
—In the Center Official Reports Say Neither Side Can 
Claim Victory—Kaiser’s Men Being Withdrawn From Bel- 
giu mto Stop Russian Advance to ‘the East. 


- Washington, Aug, 31.—Seventy-thousand British troops for the 
last three days held in check 200,000 German troops until relieved by 
French reinforcements, according to information here today through 
the neutral diplomats. The advice did not give the place of battle. 

Although the German forces broke through the British lines 
in many places, the English held their own until French reinforce- 
ments arrived and then retired in good order. Military authorities of 
the allied forces were reported to have been greatly encouraged by 
th manner in which the British forces withstood the superior forces 
of the enemy. The information came from Paris through diploma- 
tic sources. 

Action Now General. 

Paris, Aug. 31.—(5 p.m.)—An official statement issued this 
evening summarizes the situation to date as follows: 

“On our right after partial checks we have taken the offensive 
and the enemy is retiring before us. 

“In the center we have had alternative checks and successes, but 
a general action is now being fought. 

“On our left by a Series of circumstances which turned in favor 
of the Germans and despite lucky counter attacks the Anglo-French 
forces were obliged to give way. As yet our armies, notwithstanding a 
few incontestable checks, remain intact. The morale of our troops 
is excellent in spite of considerable losses which also are being rapidly 
filled from regimental depots.” 

Germans Moving East. 

London, Aug. 31,—(12.53 p.m.)—Recent reports from Bel- 
gium have told of the movement of the German troops trains east, 
indicating that the German general staff was withdrawing certain 
forces from their western front to reinforce the German and Austrian 
armies in east Prussia and Galicia. Berlin and St. Petersburg re- 
ports agree that there has been terrific fighting in those districts for 
several days.

At the front, near Aimes, Saturday, August 29.—Looking back 
on all I have seen during the last few days, | find it difficult to piece 
together the various incidents and impressions to make one picture. 
It all seems to me now like a jigsaw puzzle of suffering, fear, cour- 
age and death. The French army and our English troops are now 
holding good positions in a much stronger and closer line and are 
stemming the tide of the German hordes rolling up to Paris, Gen- 
eral Pau, the hero of this war, after his swift return from the eastern 
front where he repaired the deadly check at Mulhausen, has dealt a 
smashing blow at a German army corps which was striking the heart 
of France and Paris is still safe for the time being, wtih a great army 
of allied forces, French, English and Belgian, drawn across the coun- 
try as a barrier, which surely wil] not be broken by the enemy. Noth- 
ing that has happened gives cause for. that despair which has taken 
hold of the people, whose fears have exaggerated facts. - There is no 
proof that resistance is impossible against the onslaught of the Ger- 
man legions, 

Allies Not Demoralized. 

I have been into war and seen the last five days the men who 
are holding the lines of defence. 1 have been among their dead and 
wounded and have talked with soldiers marching fresh to the front. 
I have seen the horrid mess which is cleared up after a battie and the 
grim picture of retreat. But nothing that | have seen or heard from 
either British or French leads me to believe the allies have been de- 
moralized, It is impossible to estimate our own losses. Our 
wounded are being brought back into Havre and Rouen and undoubt- 
edly there are large numbers of them, but putting that at the highest, 
it is clear to me from all the information gathered during the five days 
there has been no overwhelming disaster. 

At Quentin our main forces, which were pressed by enormous 
numbers of the enemy, succeeded in withdrawing in good order with- 
out having theirlines broken while inflicting terrible punishment upon 
the German right. As 1 shall show in this narrative retreats which 
seem fatal when seen close at hand, when described were found to 
belong to broken fragmentary lines, are not altogether disastrous. in 
their effect when viewed in their right perspective away from imme-

The Germans won thelr way 
in a cost in human life’as great as in 
defeat; yet they won their way. 

“Tor France, that regiment was as 
glorious as anything in their annals, 
It was nearly a fortnight ago that the 
Germans began concentrating their 
heaviest forces on Namur, pressing 
southwards oyer tho Meuse valley, af- 
ter the’ battle of Dinant the French 
army was heavily outnumbered and 
fell back gradually in order ot gain 
time for reinforcements to come to its 
support. 

“Tho French artillery was posted on 
the heights above tho river and swept 
the advancing Germans with a storm 
of shot. Ot tho right French infantry 
was entrenched, supported by the field 
Guns and mitrailleuses. The infantry 
did glorious work in holding the post- 
tion with great tenucity;and dropping 
back only to occupy new positions jubt 
as doggedly, 

“The Germans showed heroic work. 
They wero reckless of life. They lost 
desperately. Thirty bridges were de- 
stroyed by French. engineers blowing 
them ‘up, The fighting extended for a 
consideratte distance on both sides of 
the Meuse and many sideline engage- 
ments were fought.

WAR NOT OVER UNTIL 
HOHENZOLLERNS ABOLISHED 


Making progress at an amazing rate in spite of the best opposi- 
tion that can be offered by the French, British and Belgians, the 
German army, so the dispatches say, is now within 75 miles of 
Paris, and operating in a country in which there are no prepared 
defenses short of the ring of fortresses which surrounds the capital 
of France. The investment of Paris, says the London Times military 
expert, cannot now be banished from the possibilities. 

In the meantime, the Russians, in the eastern 
making progress almost as rapid as the Germans in the west. Konigs- 
berg and Allenstein have been surrounded and put out of the field as 
opponents to Russian advance, Danzig is reported in a state of 
anarchy, which is not at all astonishing considering that its population 
is largely Polish and the Poles in this war, strange as it may seem, are 
fighting for liberty, of which they have a promise at the hands of 
| Posen, the strongest position between the Russian border

and the Oder river, is reported to be in a state not much more satis- 
factory for German chances than Danzig, making promise for a very 
poor opposition to the Russians when they come up to that point. 

Berlin, in the meantime, is commencing to realize the impend- 
ing fate which is certain to come with the approach of the Russians, 
and Berlin is in no state to stand a siege, whereas Paris is strongly 
fortitied. 

The whole panorama of war evolves itself into a race, the 
question being whether or not the Germans can reach and demolish 
Paris before the Russians can reach Berlin, 

In considering the possibilities it is worth remembering that 
Germany has already called out her last man and is now at her 
maximum strength, whereas the allies, especially Russia and Great 
Britain, have not yet commenced to bring forward their full strength. 
With every day that passes, Germany will be getting weaker, while 
the British and Russian forces will be getting stronger, If Paris can 
make a stand for three weeks or a month, Germany has no chance 
whatever of even partial success but will be driven back by sheer 
weight onto the defensive within her own lines. Even waiving that, 
there is always the possibility that by a conjunction of the British 
forces from Ostend and the Belgian forces from Antwerp the German 
communications may be cut behind them or even that the “iron ring?’ 
which Germany is drawing through Namur, Mons, Valiencennes, Arras 
and Amiens may be cut in two and the far end of the German army 
separated from the center and south, now. opposite Longwy and 
Belfort respectively. In this latter case, Germany’s position would 
be such that a crushing defeat would be inevitable. 

Rut even presuming that the worst should happen, that the 
Germans should be able to stand the Russians off and at the same time 
caplure Paris, the war would not then be over by a long, long way. 
Emperor William, to save his face and preserve the house of Hohen- 
zollern from being erased, might be desirous of suing for peace 
before the Russian and British armigs came up with their overwhelm- 
ing millions, But the fact that Emperor William might want peace 
certainly would not bring it now, and the more successful he is in 
the meantime the less liklihood there is for early peace. From the 
Russian point of view, peace can never come until the Polish and Slav 
provinces of Germany and Austria have been put back where they 
naturally belong, the former in an autonomous’ province under 
Russian suzeranity, and the latter absorbed by Russia, to be placed 
along with the remainder of the Slavs of Europe. From the British 
point of view, the war cannot be over until the House of Hohen- 
zollern and the House of Hapsburg have been absolutely wiped out 
and provision made tor a government which will make it impossible 
for any future war lords to throw the world into conflict. 

Great Britain will never allow Europe to settle back into the 
place where military despotism can send nations to war without the 
consent of the people. To do so at a time when the Germans were 
even partially successful would be to court the ultimate destruction of 
Great Britain and the empire. Britain might better fight it out to 
the end now,

TERM OPENS TUESDAY| TO BE LIQUIDATED—WILL 


The first year in .ne history of 
Alberta college (north side) under the 
new management has been very suc- 
cessful. The registration has exceeded 
that of the former year by 75, there 
being approximately 900 students reg- 
istered in the various departments of 
the college. Of these 110 were resi- 
dential students from points in Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan, British Columbia 
and Alberta, showing the wide con- 
stituency from which the college draws 
its students. 

In the academic department the reg- 
istration has been 100. Three hundred 
and fifty students have taken courses 
in bookkkeeping, shorthand, typewrit- 
ing, accountancy, telegraphy, penman- 
ship and related subjects.

Verlin (via Copenhagen. and London, 
3.10 a.m.), Aug. 31—The following ac- 
count of Austrian operations has been 
obtained in Berlin from an official 
Austrian source:

The Austrians advanced 
also in the enemy's territory between 
the rivers Buge and Wiepz, and we 
have taken possession In front of Za- 
moso. 

“Other contingents of the Austrian 
army hold their possession northeast 
and southwest of Lemberg. After 
crossing the Dniester they encounterc2 
great forecs of the enemy. 

“Emphasis placed on the word “de- 
cisive” in this official report. 

“The Austria-Russia battle front ex- 
tended for a distance of 42 miles.”
